To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Caerphilly  Urban  District  Council. 

LADIES  and  GENTLEMEN, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
I herewith  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1956. 

As  judged  by  the  vital  statistics,  the  health  of  the  community 
is  good. 

The  number  of  notifiable  diseases  was  132.  The  notifications 
of  tuberculosis  of  all  kinds  number  43  for  this  year,  with  8 deaths 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  none  from  non  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis. The  birth  rate  remained  consistently  high  at  19.56  per  thou- 
sand population  and  the  death  rate  comparatively  low  at  14.70  per 
thousand  population.As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  later  on  in  this 
report,  this  compares  with  a birth  rate  of  15.88  and  death  rate  of 
14.05  for  all  urban  districts  in  the  county. 

The  diseases  causing  death  in  early  life  are  constantly  dim- 
inishing. The  statistics  show  that  the  main  causes  of  death  are  cardio- 
vascular disease  between  the  ages  of  50  - 60  years  and  cancer. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  the  Urban  Area  of  Caerphilly 
i.e.  children  under  1 year  is  27.49  per  thousand  live  births.  The 
figures  for  the  Administrative  County  are  30.27  and  for  England  and 
Wales  23.8.  The  comparable  neo-natal  rate,  i.e.  for  children  under 
four  weeks  is  20.29  per  thousand  live  births  for  the  Administrative 
County. 

The  continuing  lowering  of  the  infantile  mortality  rate  is  a 
matter  for  comment.  The  figure  represents  the  lowest  infantile  mort- 
ality rate  ever  recorded  from  your  urban  area,  while  the  figure  for 
deaths  of  children  under  4 weeks  is  also  most  satisfactory,  showing 
that  the  increased  hospitalisation  of  expectant  mothers  is  paying 
excellent  dividends.

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LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

Laboratory  facilities  are  available  from  the  City  and  County 
Laboratories,  Cardiff  and  the  Rhymney  and  Sirhowy  Valleys  Hospital 
Management  Committee  Laboratory  at  the  Caerphilly  Miners’  Hosp- 
ital. Water  Samples  and  milk  samples  were  mainly  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cardiff  and  milk  samples  were  satis- 
factory from  a general  point  of  view,  while  the  24  samples  submitted 
for  the  presence  of  tuberculosis  were  all  negative. 

A milk  sample  was  taken  by  the  County  Council  at  a farm 
in  the  Nelson  area  and  this  was  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli. 
Investigation  by  your  Public  Health  Inspector  showed  that  the  animal 
had  been  slaughtered  under  the  supervision  of  the  Ministry  of  Agric- 
ulture fisheries  and  Food. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  water  supply  for  the  Rhymney  Valley  portion  of  the  area 
the  Aber  Valley  and  Nelson  is  supplied  by  the  Rhymney  Valley  Water 
Board,  which  is  a constituent  authority  of  the  Taff  Fechan  Water 
Board.  The  Taffs  Well  Ward  is  supplied  by  the  Rhondda  and  Ystrad 
fodwg  Water  Board. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  satisfactory  over  a large  part  of  the 
area  and  is  under  bacteriological  control. 

There  are  no  plumbo-solvent  waters  in  the  area. 

Cottages,  Near  Lower  Lock,  Taffs  Well. 

The  water  supply  at  the  above  cottages  caused  considerable 
concern  owing  to  a shallow  well  drying  up  and  resulting  in  the  tenants 
having  to  carry  water  100  yards  from  a neighbouring  Bakery.  The 
owners  of  these  cottages,  who  are  the  Cardiff  City  Corporation,  con- 
sented to  pay  their  share  of  providing  a mains  supply  to  these  premises 
but  unfortunately,  we  have  been  unable  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  to 
obtain  the  consent  of  the  neighbouring  Bakery  to  allow  the  extension 
of  the  water  supply  from  their  premises  to  the  cottages. 

Rhymney  Cottages,  Taffs  Well. 

The  supply  for  many  years  to  these  cottages  has  been  by 
shallow  well,  and  samples  taken  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Approach 
was  made  to  the  British  Railways,  the  owners  of  the  cottages,  with 
a view  to  providing  a mains  water  supply  on  condition  that  a pro- 
portion of  the  cost  was  paid  by  them.  At  the  end  of  the  year  no  progres 
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had  been  made  and  these  cottages  were  still  taking  this  unsatisfactory- 
supply  with  all  water  boiled. 

Tau  Fforest,  Nelson. 

From  time  immemorial  the  water  supply  to  these  cottages 
owned  by  the  Plymouth  Estates  Limited  had  been  obtained  from  a 
shallow  well  situated  100  yards  away  and  which,  necessitated  crossing 
a major  highway.  Frequent  surveys  were  made  of  the  water  supply 
and  that  of  Maesydderwen  owned  by  the  National  Coal  Board,  also 
a farm  known  as  Wern  Isaf  situated  less  than  100  yards  from  Maes- 
ydderwen. This  farm  was  privately  owned.  After  several  surveys 
and  numberous  samples  the  Council  decided  to  approach  the  Rhymney 
Valley  Water  Board  with  a view  to  affording  a piped  supply  from 
the  Colliers  Arms  to  Tau  Fforest,  and  if  the  National  Coal  Board 
would  pay  their  share,  to  Maesydderwen.  The  National  Coal  Board 
ultimately  agreed,  but  the  owner  of  Wern  Isaf  declined  to  make  any 
contribution.  The  Rhymney  Valley  Water  Board  were  given  instructions 
to  extend  this  main,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  report  of  the  year  of 
writing  (1957),  the  supply  of  water  here  will  be  an  accomplished  fact. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

For  many  years  it  has  been  necessary  to  report  that  practically 
all  sizeable  rivers  and  streams  in  your  area  have  been  heavily  polluted 
owing  to  the  activities  of  colliery  washeries.  The  activities  of  the 
Glamorgan  Rivers  Pollution  Prevention  Board  have  done  very  good 
work  in  preventing  colliery  washeries  depositing  large  amounts  of 
waste  material  into  the  streams. 

It  is  now  possible  to  view  the  great  benefit  the  improvement 
which  has  resulted  from  the  treatment  of  the  River  Rhymney  bed 
by  the  Council’s  Engineering  Department.  There  has  been  no 
flooding  of  land  adjacent  to  the  Rhymney  River  at  Llanbradach  for 
some  years  and  no  trouble  from  defective  drains  has  occurred  for 
a very  long  time.

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 

During  the  year  the  above  regulations  came  into  force  and  a 
detailed  survey  was  made  by  your  Inspecotrs  of  all  food  premises 
including  licensed  houses,  shops,  cafes,  canteens,  etc.  The  report  of 
Mr.  W.  Lloyd  Jones  on  this  matter  is  as  follows 

“ During  the  year  all  food  shops,  cafes,  food  stores,  canteens 
and  licenced  houses  were  inspected  and  occupiers  had  the  above 
Regulations  explained  to  them.  In  a few  instances  the  cafes  were 
not  up  to  the  required  standard  and  in  2 cases  during  the  year 
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extensions  and  improvements  were  made.  The  remainder  have 
either  commenced  alterations  or  have  their  plans  before  the 
Plans  and  Licensing  Committee.  In  2 Works’  canteens  large 
sums  of  money  were  spent  in  decoration  and  in  renewing  old 
utensils  and  equipment.  In  most  cases  there  were  minor  faults 
which  were  easily  remedied.  The  multiple  shops,  co-operative 
stores  and  warehouses  were  in  very  good  order  and  the  owners, 
managers  and  staffs  were  most  helpful  and  anxious  to  comply 
with  the  requirements. 

In  addition  to  the  above  shops,  cafes,  stores  and  canteens, 
we  have  within  the  area,  the  Caerphilly  Market  which  is  open 
daily  for  the  sale  of  foods,  4 mobile  grocer  shops  and  7 mobile 
meat  vans.  The  total  number  of  licenced  houses  is  46  and  are 
in  the  following  wards 


The  46  licenced  premises  are  controlled  by  34  tenants 
and  12  managers.  The  number  of  employees  engaged  full  time 
and  part  time  is  59  Males  and  68  Females.  The  part  time  em- 
ployees are  in  nearly  all  cases  employed  on  Fridays  and  Saturdays

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  is  only  one  Free  House 
within  the  Urban  Area. 

Of  the  total,  5 provide  main  meals  and  they  cater  for 
parties  and  weddings,  31  provide  snacks  only,  the  remaining 
10  make  no  provision  for  food. 

All  the  establishments  have  running  hot  water  for  the 
washing  of  glasses  beneath  the  serving  counters. 

Sanitary  accommodation  for  both  sexes  is  provided  in 
every  house  and  with  the  exception  of  2,  were  in  a satisfactory 
condition”. 


GENERAL  SANITATION. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Rhymney  Valley  Sewerage  Board  and  the  Pontypridd 
and  Rhonnda  Sewerage  Board  provide  means  for  collection  and  dis- 
posal of  sewage,  except  at  Nelson,  where  it  is  dealt  with  by  the  Council 
Sewage  Works. 

During  the  year,  16  cesspools  were  cleansed  and  disinfected. 
This  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Cardiff  Corporation  who  placed 
their  ejector  at  our  disposal  at  reasonable  terms.  This  was  proved 
most  valuable. 

It  will  be  seen  under  the  section  on  rivers  that  drainage  is 
much  improved  in  the  Wingfield  district  of  Llanbradach  owing  to 
river  bed  operations. 
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SWIMMING  POOLS. 

There  are  two  Swimming  Pools  in  the  area,  used  extensively 
by  the  public  and  school  children,  namely,  Swimming  Pool  at  the 
Morgan  Jones  Park,  Caerphilly,  and  the  Llanbradach  Swimming 
Pool,  which  is  privately  owned. 

The  analyses,  both  bacteriologically  and  chemically  of  the 
Municipal  Swimming  Pools  in  the  Morgan  Jones  Park  have  been 
invariably  satisfactory.  The  chlorination  is  so  controlled,  that  there 
is  always  a satisfactory  residual  amount. 

The  analyses  of  the  Llanbradach  Pool  cannot  show  the  same 
stand  ardised  result,  but,  nevertheless,  have  been  fairly  satisfactory 
and  many  minor  alterations  necessary  in  chlorination  have  been  carried 
out  in  this  Swimming  Pool,  under  the  direction  of  your  Inspectors. 

Negotiations  were  carried  on  during  the  year  for  the  purchase 
of  this  Pool  by  the  Council  and  it  is  hoped  that  if  this  materialises, 
probably  purification  and  filtration  plant  will  be  installed. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  Scavenging  of  the  Area  is  now  completely  undertaken  by 
your  Surveyor’s  Department,  with  the  exception  of  the  few  cottages 
at  Cwmheldeg,  Nelson. 

It  is  most  satisfactory  that  the  Council  tipping  arrangements 
are  highly  controlled  and  present  no  problems,  and  we  are  still  hoping 
that  refuse  tipping  by  the  Pontypridd  Urban  District  Council  will 
cease  in  the  coming  year.
